AIRIUAL  REPORT  1973 

This  report  covering  the  year  1973  is  prepared  on  the  instructions 
of  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security#  Unfortunately  circumstances 
are  such  that  much  of  the  information  which  usually  is  included  is  at  present 
not  available#  This  is  much  regretted  as  this  is  the  last  report  to  be 
submitted  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  Felixstowe  to  the  Urban  District 
Council# 

It  must  be  remembered  in  reading  the  following  statistics  that  these  are 
crude  figures  and  have  not  the  usual  population  weighting  and  are  lacking  in 
outv/ard  and  inv/ard  transfers,  'which  in  an  area  such  as  Felixstowe  make  a very 
significant  difference# 

Births  Crude  number  22  Males  13  Females  Total  35 

Still  Births  There  were  no  stillbirths 

Deaths  Males  1l8  Females  131  Total  249 

The  small  number  of  births  is  to  a large  measure  duo  to  v/omen, 
normally  resident  in  Felixstowe,  having  their  infants  in 
hospitals  outside  the  district# 

Infectious  Disease 

Except  for  measles  there  v/as  practically  no  infectious  disease 
during  the  year. 

Measles  - There  were  235  cases  of  measles  notified  of  these  the 
majority  oocured  in  the  5-9  group.  There  were  133  ma,les 
& 102  females. 

Scarlet  Fever  - One  case  in  a preschool  boy  was  notified. 

Tuberculosis  - There  were  13  males  and  7 females  on  the  register 
at  the  beginning  of  the  year. 

During  the  year  1 case  recovered. 

3 cases  died  (one  not  Tuberculosis) * 

1 case  was  added  to  the  list. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  v/ere  11  males  and  6 females  on  the 
register. 

General 

During  the  year  the  general  health  of  the  community  maintained 
a satisfactory  level.  The  inspection  and  supervision  of  the 
environment  was  maintained  at  a good  level  and  it  is  pleasing 
to  note  that  the  public  are  gradually  becoming  actively  interested 
in  environmental  hygiene.  This  of  course  makes  for  much  better 
cooperation.
